royalty - 
thanks to 
his blazer! 


LONDON 2012 is 
emerging as one of 
the best-attended 
Olympics of all 
time, but one 
Cowbridge man in 
the crowds last 
weekend remem¬ 
bers a time when it 
was all so different. 

German-born Luke 
Wendon (86) competed 
for Team GB in fencing 
in London 1948 and 
Helsinki 1952, and was 
invited back to the capi¬ 
tal as part of celebrations 
of ‘Britain’s Olympians 
of Yesteryear’. 

By the time Luke was 
16, he had won the 
British schools fencing

championships, and at 
the age of 22 went into 
the 1948 London 
Olympics to compete 
against the world’s best 
fencers. 

With his 1948 ‘Team 
GB’ logo sewn on to a 
new blazer, Luke went 
back to the scene of his 
greatest sporting triumph 
to reminisce with his 
former team-mates. 

He told The GEM: 
“The first function was 
for the Olympians of 
1948, and it was hosted 
by Princess Anne. I 
spoke to her and she was 


quite a relaxed person. 

“The second was at 
the Mansion House and 
was hosted by the Lord 
Mayor of London for 
Olympians of all the 
years. 

“There were about 
500-600 of us crammed 
in, and there was an 
instant comradeship as 
we all had something in 
common. 

“A highlight was 
meeting my first girl¬ 
friend, Gillian Sheen, 
who was a member of 
the fencing team and 
went on to be world 
champion (and a gold 
medalist in Melbourne in 
1956).”

THE SWIFTS’ 


W E need 
the help 
of GEM 
readers to find 
more about our 
secretive summer 
swifts. 

They’re of the last 
spring migrants to 
arrive and the first to 
leave. You’ve probably 
seen them speeding 
through the air scream¬ 
ing their little heads 
off! 

But they are in trou¬ 
ble. Swift numbers 
have declined by 
around 20 per cent 
between 1995 and 
2005. 


They are now on the 
amber list, meaning 
they’re birds of conser¬ 
vation concern. 

The most likely 
cause of their decline 
could be because of the 
loss of nest sites 
through refurbishment 


of old buildings and the 
design of new build¬ 
ings. 

Important survey 
work is being undertak¬ 
en in the Vale 
Biodiversity Partnership 
to identify where swifts 
are nesting, and they’d 
appreciate your help. 

Just log onto the Vale 
Council’s website and 
download the swift sur¬ 
vey forms. Full guid¬ 
ance is given on the 
website on how to 
report your results. 

Your information 
will help our knowl¬ 
edge of swifts so that 
their nest sites can be 
protected and more nest 
sites can be provided. 

Please tell us where 
you see these wonderful 
birds and help us to 
help them.

I can confirm that the 
council was provided 
with a copy of Mrs 
Hydon’s letter to First 
Cymru Buses Limited at 
the same time it was sent 
to the press, and the 
shelters referred to were 
cleaned immediately. 

Despite us having 
schedules in place to 
clean and maintain our 
shelters, we do rely on 
the assistance of the 
public to advise us when 
there may be a cleaning 
problem outside of these 
schedules. 

Given the importance 
of the Eisteddfod to the 
Vale and the increased 
visitors it is generating, 
we are very much aware 
of the need to give the 
right first impression, 
and had already sched¬ 
uled additional street 
cleansing activities to 
ensure that we do show 
the Vale at its best. 

Like Cardiff, we have 
a number of bus shelters 
on our main routes that 
are provided and main¬ 
tained to a high standard 


by a company that 
receives the advertising 
revenue generated from 
those shelters. 

Unfortunately, as a 
much smaller authority, 
we do not have anything 
like the same number of 
these high quality shel¬ 
ters and therefore, 
despite our best efforts 
to improve our owned 
shelters, it is perhaps not 
appropriate to compare 
Cardiff’s shelters with 
those in the Vale. 

I would be pleased to 
support Mrs Hydon’s 
suggestion that, where 
appropriate, local com¬ 
munities ‘adopt’ a bus 
shelter. Indeed, there 
appears to be an excel¬ 
lent example of that 
shown immediately 
below Mrs Hydon’s let¬ 
ter at our bus shelter in 
Ystradowen. 

May I take this oppor¬ 
tunity to congratulate 
Betty Lever and the 
other Ystradowen resi¬ 
dents on their efforts to 
improve our bus shelter 
and of course all the 
hard work that went in 
to them achieving ‘Best 
Kept Village in the 
Vale’.

Luke’s Olympic adventure 
sees him return to the 
scene of his 1948 dream

He added: “I wore 
my blazer badge pocket 
to Mansion House and 
the number of people 
who talked to you was 
amazing. Fd be sat on 
the tube, completely 
packed, and people 
would be asking me if it 
was real and whether I 
had competed. It 
opened up all sorts of 
conversations for me.” 

The main difference 
between the games this 
year and the event of 
1948 is financial. 

During post-war auster¬ 
ity, a shoestring budget 
was in place and every¬ 
thing was strictly ama¬ 
teur. 

Luke progressed 
through the preliminary 
round robin stage, but 
was eliminated in the 
next round. 

He said: “It was a 
makeshift Olympics. 
There was very little 
coverage and complete¬ 
ly different communica¬ 
tions. 

“I had to take a break 
from work to compete. 
Luckily, one of the 
directors at ICI, where I 
worked, was an athlete, 
so was sympathetic to 
my plight. 

“My father attended 
one session but not too 
many people did. 
Fencing was very much 
a minority sport, it still 
is, so you would maybe 
get 100-150 watching

golds and two silvers, 
and eight world cham¬ 
pionship golds) bet his 
trainer that he would 
beat the Italian 5-0. 

“Within three sec¬ 
onds the Italian had 
struck him in the chest 
so he walked off, took 
out his wallet and gave 
his trainer 50 francs or 
however much it was. 
He then walked back on 
and won 5-1.” 

Luke went on to 
compete for Team GB 
in Helsinki in 1952, 
with the smells of the 
forest staying with him. 

“I was more experi¬ 
enced, if not more suc¬ 
cessful. I thoroughly 
enjoyed Helsinki, it was 


the furthest I have ever 
been. 

“The scent of the for¬ 
est was extraordinary 
and I remember it to 
this day. It was a very 
different society and 
architecture.” 

Luke stopped com¬ 
peting after moving to 
Cheshire for work as 
the county was some¬ 
thing of a “desert” in 
terms of fencing. 

He managed to catch 
his beloved sport during 
his recent trip to 
London, but admits the 
modern game is a far 
cry from the one he 
competed in. 

“Modern fencing is a 
different world. It’s all 
electrified, and the tech¬ 
niques are different. I 
enjoyed it, but I didn’t 
feel as at home as I 
used to.” 

And he also had 
some advice for anyone 
looking to take up the 
sport, adding: 

“Fencing takes years 
to get. It’s like playing a 
piano, just practice, 
practice, practice. 

“It doesn’t favour 
any particular physical 
attribute. It’s about 
maximising your own 
attributes and technique 
and skill.” 

More than the events 
themselves, it is the 
overall atmosphere and 
camaraderie brought 
about by his blazer 
badge that Luke will 
remember most about 
his modern trip to the 
capital for an Olympic 
feast.

The officers visited a community 
centre, patrolled known dog-walk¬ 
ing areas, including spots in Barry 
and Llantwit Major, and took the 
opportunity to advise and remind 
dog owners of their responsibilities. 

Cabinet member for the environ¬ 
ment and visible services, Coun 
Rob Curtis, said: “We recognise 
that the majority of dog walkers 
behave responsibly, but we need to 
make sure they do so 100 per cent 
of the time.

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Local charity aims 
to bring latest robot 
surgery in to Wales 


A CHARITY 
based in 
Cowbridge is 
launching a cam¬ 
paign - entitled 
Operation Robot - 
to tackle a major 
inequality between 
the treatment of 
prostate cancer in 
Wales and in 
England. 

Prostate Cymru has 
grown exponentially 
since it was launched as 
‘GLAZE’ by Cowbridge 
resident Ray Murray and 
urology consultant Andy 
Thomas, and they 
believe the inequality 
can be summed up in 
one stark statistic: 
England 37- Wales 0. 

Although it brings to 
mind a rugby scoreline 
from Wales’ darkest 
days, the 37-0 statistic 
really is a matter of life 
and death for prostate 
cancer sufferers. 

It highlights the fact 
that the latest state-of- 
the-art robotic surgery 
techniques are provided 
at 37 English hospitals - 
while Wales has none! 

Ray Murray started 
GLAZE to bring a 
‘Green Light Laser’ 
machine to Wales. This 
is a machine that treats 
benign prostate condi-

tions by using a laser to 
vaporise excess tissue in 
the prostate gland. 

Under Andrew 
Thomas, the team at the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital, Bridgend, is 
one of only three Green 
Light Laser teaching 
hospitals in Europe. 

The other two are The 
Royal Marsden and 
Madrid! 


However, the success 
of this has only made the 
two more determined to 
tackle the inequality in 
the treatment of prostate 
cancer, and they have 
formed Prostate Cymru 
to campaign and 
fundraise to bring an 
American robot surgery 
machine - the Da Vinci 
Robotic Laparoscopic 
System - to Wales.

Ray Murray told The 
GEM that the conse¬ 
quence of this 37-0 
imbalance was that if a 
Welsh man wants the 
robotic surgery, he has to 
find £15,000 to have the 
operation done in 
England (or abroad). 

He said: “Every year, 
hundreds of men in 
Wales are told they have 
prostate cancer and, in 
many cases, they will 
require surgery. 

“Robotic urological 
surgery is now routine in 
many countries. 

Although it doesn’t 
guarantee a better out¬ 
come in the long term, it 
is minimally invasive, 
and so causes less trau¬ 
ma, requires shorter hos¬ 
pital stays, and there’s 
less risk of complica¬ 
tions such as impotence 
and incontinence. 

“If you are a prostate 
patient in England and 
want robotic surgery, 
you are likely to get it 
on the NHS. 

“In Wales, you don’t 
get it at all. Instead, you 
have to leave Wales and 
pay £15,000 for private 
treatment. 

“It’s grossly unfair. 
That’s why Prostate 
Cymru has launched 
Operation Robot.” 

Andy Thomas told 
The GEM: “The ironic 
thing is that Welsh 
patients are paying 
money to support the 
cost of having robot 
machines in England!” 

Mr Ed Rowe is a con¬ 
sultant urological sur¬ 
geon in Bristol. He said: 
“The Da Vinci robotic 
system has transformed 
the way surgeons can 
perform complex and 
precision surgery, while 
vastly reducing the trau¬ 
ma to the patient’s body. 

“The impact of the 
procedure on the patient 
is so much reduced that 
the vast majority can go 
home the day after the 
operation.” 

Ray Murray said that 
a Welsh Da Vinci robot 
would not be used just 
for prostate surgery. It 
would be suitable for 
other surgery on both 
women and men. 

He said: “Robotically 
assisted surgery is the 
future for medical treat¬ 
ments, and Operation 
Robot needs the support 
of the public if we are 
going to bring this sur¬ 
gery to Wales. 

“We want as many 
people as possible to get 
involved. 

“Operation Robot 
aims to hold fundraising 
events throughout Wales, 
and accept donations 
from well wishers.

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Millennium Centre poet 
takes the Bardic Crown

THE Bardic Crown 
at this year’s 
National 
Eisteddfod has 
gone to Wales’ 
national poet 
Gwyneth Lewis for 
2005/06. 

The crown was pre¬ 
sented in a ceremony on 
the Pavilion stage on 
Monday, August 6. 

This year’s competi¬ 
tion attracted 32 entries, 
and ‘Y Fran’ was award¬ 
ed the crown for her 
sequence of poems (not 
more than 250 lines) on 
the subject ‘Ynys’ 
(Island). 

Speaking on behalf of 
his co-adjudicators, 
Cyril Jones and Penri 
Roberts, Cen Williams 
said, “Y Fran has given 
careful thought to every 
word and clause 


throughout the 

sequence, and this poet’s 
interpretation of the sub¬ 
ject is totally different to 
everyone else. 

“A master of his (sic) 
craft, this poet’s 
sequence has raised the 
standard of this year’s 
crown competition to an 
impressive high.” 

Born in Cardiff and 
educated at Ysgol Gyfun 
Rhydfelen, Gwyneth 
Lewis won the Prose 
Medal at the Urdd 
National Eisteddfod in 
Barry (1977) and Builth 
Wells (1978). 

She studied English at 
Cambridge and spent 
three years in the US as 
a Harness Eellow. 

Having received her 
PhD at Oxford for her 
work on lolo 
Morganwg, she returned 
to Wales, and worked as 
a television producer. 


She left the BBC to 
concentrate on writing in 
2002 and was the 
National Poet of Wales 
in 2005-06. She became 
an Honorary Member of 
the Gorsedd in 2006. 

She has published 
eight volumes of poetry 
in Welsh and English, 
starting with Sonedau 
Redsa (1990), a long 
poem for her god-daugh¬ 
ter in the Phillipines. 
Cyfrif Un ac Un yn Dri 
(1996) reached the 
shortlist in the Book of 
the Year competition, 
which she later won in 
1999 with her volume, Y 
Llofrudd laith. 

Gwyneth composed 
the words on the front of 
the Wales Millennium 
Centre building in 
Cardiff Bay. In 2012, 
she won the Society of 
Authors” Cholmondely 
Prize, recognising an 
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exceptional body of 
work. 

She has written two 
radio plays for BBC 
Radio 4, and her first 
stage play, 

Clytemnestra, was per¬ 
formed by Sherman 
Cymru this year. 

The winning work 
was inspired by the story 
of Branwen, in the sec¬ 
ond branch of the 
Mabinogi. After losing 
the war in Ireland, 
Bran’s head was 
removed from his body. 

The Welsh contingent 
spent 80 years feasting 
on the island of Gwales 
near Pembrokeshire, and 
throughout this period. 
Bran’s head conversed 
with the group. 

The period ended 
when the door to Aber 
Henfelen was opened, 
and they travelled to 
London where his head 
was buried, creating the 
foundation for the city. 

The crown is donated 
by the Vale Council and 
the financial prize is pre¬ 
sented by Islwyn and 
Ann Jones of Wenvoe. 

The crown was 
designed and created by 
Anne Morgan of 
Penarth, and it was her 
first National Eisteddfod 
Crown.

Nevertheless, it was 
the Saturday when the 
full range of activities 
and attractions were up 
and running, and the 
opening day attracted 
18,207 - up on the first 
day at Wrexham last 
year by 1,500, despite 
the rival attraction of 
‘Super Saturday’ at the 
Olympics. 

When this reporter 
arrived, at 1pm on the 
Saturday, things were 
running smoothly. I 
drove along the A48 
from Bridgend, noting 
the heavy signposting to 
tell drivers not to travel 
through Llysworney. 

There were no hold¬ 
ups, only a modest 
queue at the Eisteddfod 
site entrance, which was 
well marshalled, and a 
smooth parking system 
that took me to a space 
on a field already packed 
with cars. 

The Maes itself was a 
hive of activity, with 
people heading off to 
particular events, or just 
strolling around, taking 
in the sights and stop¬ 
ping at various stalls. 

I know that it is a cel¬ 
ebration of Welsh cul¬ 
ture, so apologies, but 
my first port of call was 
the food area - and I 
doubt if there were any 
complaints here. 

I had a patriotic 
snack, a bacon, cockles 
and laver bread wrap 
(very tasty but a touch 
salty) but all styles of 
cooking were available. 

There was Indian 
food, burgers, pizza, all 
types of baguettes and 
sandwiches - although 
the most popular still 
seemed to be good old 
fish and chips! 

This year’s 

Eisteddfod has benefited 
from being on a site with 
plenty of tarmaced 
areas, and walkways 
meant that there was lit¬ 
tle danger of the site get¬ 
ting too muddy. 

There was a heavy

downpour while I was 
there, and one or two 
areas were looking a lit¬ 
tle muddy but in the 
main, the drainage 
seemed to be good. 

One of the joys of the 
Maes is just wandering 
from stall to stall and 
asking the people you 
meet to tell you about 
their organisation. 

On the Cymdeithas 
Cymru-Ariannin stand. 
Cans Griffith and Elvey 
MacDonald talked about 
the society’s work with 
the Welsh-speaking 
community in 

Patagonia. 

The society is particu¬ 
larly active in education, 
sending teachers to 
Patagonia and then 
bringing promising stu¬ 
dents to study here in 
Wales. The subject war¬ 
rants a longer report, so 
look out for next week’s 
GEM. 

However, Caris and 
Elvey pointed out that 
2015 is the 150th 
anniversary of the Welsh 



arriving in Patagonia, 
and celebrations are 
planned, so anyone 
thinking of visiting 
should bear that in mind. 

Incidentally, it is 
worth noting that, as an 
English-speaking 
Welshman, I never 
encountered any prob¬ 
lem at all when I 
approached people on 
the Maes. 

The political parties 
like to be seen at the 
Eisteddfod, and the 
Greens, Plaid Cymru, 
Labour, Conservatives 
and (to my surprise) 
Seren y Bore (The 


Morning Star) all had 
stalls. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
said that he was treating 
the Eisteddfod as an 
eight-day surgery, and 
was hoping to see as 
many constituents as 
possible. 

He said: “I have been 
coming to National 
Eisteddfods for 35 years 
and this site is excellent. 
It is a great credit to so 
many people who have 
worked so hard over the 
years to bring it to the 
Vale.”

Archbishop’s backing

WELSH learners 
and people interest¬ 
ed in the language 
should feel welcome 
at the National 
Eisteddfod, the 
Archbishop of 
Wales has empha¬ 
sised. 

Dr Barry Morgan, 
who is also Bishop of 
Llandaff - the diocese

Old Cowbridge tale inspires 
new deli on the High Street

McFarlane’s cuddly comedy will have you laughing hard!

H aving cre¬ 
ated the 
likes of 

Family Guy and 
American Dad, 

Seth McFarlane 
arguably has a 
strong grip on 
adult animation, 
the shows earning 
a fervent fanbase 
attuned to 
McFarlane's crude, 
but incredibly 
clever, comedy. 

A move to the big 


screen was predictable, 
and his first film as 
writer/director is Ted. 

Mark Wahlberg plays 
John, whose childhood 
wish that his teddy bear, 
Ted (voiced by 
McFarlane), would 
come to life is granted. 

Having grown up 
together, their friend¬ 
ship faces a test when 
John’s girlfriend Lori 
(Mila Kunis) decides 
that she wants more 
from the relationship 
and John faces having 
to grow up without Ted 


by his side... 

Many films suffer 
from having a clever 
idea that doesn’t pan 
out into a good film - 
Snakes on a Plane a 
prime example of a 
good concept that isn’t 
worked up into a fulfill¬ 
ing piece of cinema. 

Ted could easily have 
followed its path, the 
concept of a teddy bear 
coming to life and then 
growing up with the 
same life experiences as 
the average person is 
original, but does it 


have the legs to become 
something more? 

Well, with Seth 
McFarlane at the helm 
the signs were positive, 
and thankfully the fin¬ 
ished product is well 
worth watching, a 
coarse comedy that 
delivers plenty of 
laughs and a surprising 
amount of heart. 

As anyone who has 
seen his televisual out¬ 
put knows, McFarlane 
is throw-everything-at- 
the-wall type of guy, the 
comedy strong, and 


cleverly written, but 
with a scattergun 
approach that more 
often than not yields big 
laughs. 

That isn’t tempered 
here, the film having 
more than a passing 
resemblance to the 
humour of his shows, 
but with a more round¬ 
ed and well constructed 
foundation to build 
upon.

AMs calling for 
residents to give 
views on Array 


REGIONAL AMs 
Suzy Davies and 
Byron Davies have 
urged people living in 
the Bridgend area to 
let them know their 
views on the plans for 
a wind farm in the 
Bristol Channel. 

Mrs Davies, who is a 
Welsh Conservative 
Regional AM for South 
Wales West, visited the 
exhibition on the 
Atlantic Array which 
was mounted in 
Porthcawl by developers 
Channel Energy, who are 
a wholly owned sub¬ 
sidiary of RWE npower 
renewables. 

The exhibition gave 
details of amended pro¬ 
posals for the wind farm 
which would see up to 
278 turbines installed in 
an area of sea lying 
between Gower and 
Devon. Each turbine 
could be up to 700 feet 
high. 

Mrs Davies said that it 
was important that she 
understood what the 
public thought of the 
plan. 

She said: “I know that 
there was considerable 
opposition in Porthcawl 
to the previous offshore 
application at 

Scarweather Sands. 

“Obviously, many 
people would object to 
this much larger scheme, 
even though it is further 
away from Porthcawl. 

“However, I would 
like to have a range of 
views before I make my 
observations to the 
developers by the end of 
August.” 

She said that the 
amended plan covered a 
much smaller area of sea 
than previously pro¬ 
posed, although the area 
leased by Crown Estates 
to the company remained 
the same, stretching 22 
miles along the coast. 

“There are fears 
among some people that 
if this application is 
granted, the developers 
may come back for a 
second bite of the cherry 
in the future with plans 
for additional wind tur¬ 
bines within the remain¬ 
der of this designated 
area. That is something 
that must be considered.” 

Mrs Davies said that 
she was concerned about 
the threat to harbour por¬ 
poises, dolphins and 
other cetaceans who 
breed in the area and live 


there in large numbers. 

She said that pile driv¬ 
ing into the sea bed 
could cause irreversible 
damage to the sensitive 
hearing of these marine 
mammals who rely on 
sonar to detect their prey. 

“There are many con¬ 
siderations that have to 
be weighed up,” she 
added. 

“If a south Wales port 
like Swansea or Port 
Talbot were to be desig¬ 
nated as the main port 
for the development then 
there could be an impor¬ 
tant boost to jobs and 
spin-off for local busi¬ 
nesses.” 

Byron Davies, who is 
also a Welsh 
Conservative AM for 
South Wales West, said 
that he was very con¬ 
cerned about the effect 
on Gower. 

“The developers have 
admitted that the Array 
would still be signifi¬ 
cantly visible from 
Gower despite their 
changes and that’s what 
concerns me,” he said. 
“Tourism in Gower is 
hugely important as it is 
throughout the entire 
Swansea Bay area. 

“I am also concerned 
about the visual impact 
generally, and have wor¬ 
ries about the effect on 
our marine mammals. 

“At the moment, my 
inclination is to object to 
the proposal, but I want 
to hear what arguments 
can be put up in favour 
of the wind farm.”

Vale footballer leads 
Team GB charge at 
London Olympics 


AMID speculation 
he may be about to 
return to Cardiff 
City for the forth¬ 
coming season, 
Peterston-super- 
Ely’s Craig 
Bellamy certainly 
didn’t let the talk 
cloud his vision as 
he starred for 
Team GB through¬ 
out their Olympic 
football quest. 

Chosen by Team GB 
coach Stuart Pearce as 
one of his three ‘over¬ 
age’ players (the squad 
being made up of 18 
footballers, all except 
three having to be aged 
under 23-years-old), 
Bellamy (33) put all 
fears about his ageing 
body to rest as he spear¬ 
headed the Team GB 
attack in all four of their 
Olympic fixtures. 

In fact, it was the 
Welsh international who 
Team GB had to thank 
for securing a point in 
their opening fixture 


against Senegal at Old 
Trafford, Manchester. 

Early on, former 
Welsh captain Ryan 
Giggs floated in a cross 
which Steven Caulker 
nodded down in to the 
path of Bellamy, who 
volleyed home to 
become the first British 
footballer since 
Northern Ireland’s 
Patrick Hasty in 1960 to 
score at the Olympics. 

Senegal equalised 
late on, and so Bellamy 
and Team GB went in to 
their second fixture 
against UAE at 
Wembley searching for 
their first win. 

Bellamy again 
starred, first crossing for 
Giggs to head home at 
the far post, before 
again squaring for Tom 
Cleverly, whose effort 
rebounded off both 
posts to safety. 

After UAE had 
equalised against the 
run of play, Bellamy 
again sprinted down the 
wing and sent in a dan¬ 
gerous cross which
